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Two officers 
hurt in brawl

Two Lompoc policemen were injured 
and five Lompoc residents were arrested 
in an early morning brawl Sunday just 
north of the Police Station. 
Sergeant John Coday was listed in good 
condition today at Lompoc D istrict 
Hospital where he is recovering from 
separated ribs suffered in the 1 a.m. 
scuffle on the northeast com er of Ocean 
Avenue and D Street. Officer Jam es 
Raubach was treated and released at the 
hospital for a bruised lip sustained in the 
ruckus. 
The incident began when officer 
Donald Dodson encountered a group of 
young people drinking beer at the in­ 
tersection. Observing what he thought 
were under-aged individuals in the 
crowd, he asked and received permission 
to search a van for any liquor. 
According to police reports, he was 
then accosted by a young wom an 
demanding a search warrant, which 
Dodson explained he didn’t need since he 
already had the owner’s verbal perm is­ 
sion for the search. 
After the search, which produced two 
warm bottles of beer which were poured 
out. the officers saw the young woman 
being carried away — apparently uncon­ 
scious — by two men Raubach. who also 
was on the scene, then went to in­ 


vestigate the young woman's condition. 
As Raubach was checking her pulse, of­ 
ficers said this morning, Raubach ap­ 
parently was struck from behind and the 
melee ensued. 
Initially, eight officers were involved, 
but investigators said it required ad­ 
ditional help to break up the crowd which 
grew to “ around 50 or 75.” A distress call 
went out to the California Highway 
Patrol and the Sheriff’s Department, but 
by the time they arrived the 10-minute 
incident was about over, officers said.

Second shuttle 
flight Tuesday 


The second free flight of the space 
shuttle orbiter Enterprise is “go” for 8 
a m romorrrm- at Pkfwanf» Air Force 


The elusive second orbiter solo was 
originally on tap for Aug 30, rescheduled 
for Aug 26 and then postponed by rain no 
earlier than Sept. 7. 
The flight will send Commander Joe 
Engle, 44, and co-pilot Dick Truly, 39, 
through many of the same tests con­ 
ducted on the historic maiden flight Aug. 
12 with commander Fred Haise, 43. and 
co-pilot Gordon Fullerton. 40. at the con­ 
trols 
The second shuttle orbiter crew will 
fly the stumpy, DC-9-sized Enterprise 
through a series of high and low speed 
maneuvers testing aero and structural 
dynam ics before landing about five 
minutes after separation from the 747 
taxi jet. 
The orbiter will touch down on the 


shorter but adequate runway 15 on the 
Rogers dry lakebed at Dryden Flight 
Rcwarrh Center on the Mojave Desert 
baae Runway 1» ha» baen lengthened u> 
5 5 miles compared to the 12 5-mile 
runway 17 which accommodated the first 
free flight. Runway 17 is lower than 15 
and sustained greater damage from the 
rain and runoff from tropical storm 
Doreen which hit the base Aug. 16 and 17. 
However, the third orbiter free flight 
is penciled in for Sept. 30 and runway 17 
is listed as the runway for that flight. 
Since the last free flight the computer 
problem which could have aborted the 
mission has been solved The second in a 
sequence of four guidance, navigation 
and control computers which work in 
concert dropped off at separation 
However, the other three IBM com­ 
puters adequately carried out the func­ 
tions and the flight went without inci­ 
dent.

The 9-9 tie. on a proposal by Sen Clif­ 
ford Hansen. R-W yo.. w as exactly as 


Chairman Henry Jackson, D-Wash., had 
predicted the split in the committee. 
Jackson also told reporters a week ago 
the issue is just as close in the full 
Senate 
The com m ittee rejected outright 
deregulation of natural gas prices, 12 to 
6. That plan was sponsored today by Sen. 
D ew ey Bartlett. R-Okla. 
Korean party urges 
bribery scandal probe 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) - D eputy 
Currency Comptroller Robert Bloom 
told a Senate committee today he was 
worried about his job when he recom­ 
mended Bert Lance’s confirmation as 
federal budget director. 
“ It was only human on my part to 
w orry about my f u tu r e ,’’ Bloom 
testified “ I happen to be a man who de­ 
pends on his government job for a 
living.” 
“ I ts a little easier for a person of in­ 
dependent means to be more heroic in 
that regard," Bloom told the Senate 
Governmental Operations Committee, 
which approved President C a rte r’s 
nomination of Lance in January. 
Lance has refused to resign in the 
growing controversy over his now- 
publicized and controversial bank loans 
and checking overdrafts before he left 
Georgia to become C a rte r’s budget 
director. 
Lance appears before the committee 


Thursday. 
After reading a prepared statement 
defending his actions. Bloom answered a 
series of sometimes hostile and ac­ 
cusatory questions from com m ittee 
members. 
He acknowledged that part of his 
motivation for writing a letter to the 
com mittee in January recommending 
Lance’s confirmation was his future in 
the government. Bloom was acting com­ 
ptroller of the currency at the time. 
“ If we had had this information, we 
would not have recom m ended his 
(Lance’s) confirmation,” saidComm itte 
Chairman Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn. 
He referred to Bloom’s testimony that 
the reason he did not turn certain private 
banking information about Lance over to 
the committee earlier was because the 
com mittee had not specifically sought it. 
“ It would have resulted in major dif­ 
ficulty in Mr. Lance’s appointment,” 
Bloom said. 


Bank board asks changes 
in home loan regulations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In an effort 
to stimulate home purchases in inner 
city areas, the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board is proposing changes in some 
rules for home loans. 
The first of two proposed amendments 
revealed Sunday by Chairman Robert H. 
McKinney would p erm it federally 
chartered savings and loan associations 
to make loans in excess of 80 percent of 
house value on two-family dwellings. 
An agency spokesman explained the 
regulation would allow persons with less 
than 20 per cent in down payment money 
to buy duplex homes and use the rent 
from one of the units for mortgage pay­ 
m ents. The “ double-decker, older 
homes” in cities such as Boston and 
Worcester. Mass., were cited as exam ­ 


ples of homes that could benefit by the 
change. 
The second proposal would perm it sav­ 
ings and loan associations to make more 
loans to persons with 20 per cent or less 
in house down payment funds. Under 
present regulations the associations can 
put no more than 30 per cent of their as­ 
sets into such “ high risk” loans, the 
spokesman said. 
The new proposal would increase the 
amount to 50 per cent. 
“ The board believes," said McKinney, 
“ that these changes are needed to en­ 
courage home ownership, principally in 
inner city areas where low and moderate 
income families may use the rental in­ 
come from the second units to make 
their mortgage paym ents.”

SEOUL. South Korea (UPI) - South 
Korea's m ajor opposition party today 
urged a full investigation of the alleged 
Korean bribery scandal in Washington, 
saying it had seriously strained relations 
with the United States. 


A spokesman for the New Democratic 
party said its executive com m ittee 
proposed the creation of a special 
National Assembly committee to in­ 
vestigate Tongsun Park's activities in 
Washington. 
A U S District Court indictment in 
Washington recently charged Park with 
36 counts of bribery, fraud and corrup­ 
tion in connection with alleged payoffs to 
American law m akers in return for 
preferential treatm ent for South Korea. 
“The Tongsun Park affair caused an 
unprecedented strain in our relations 
with the United States and yet the 
government appears not to be taking 
a d e q u a te m o v es, c a u s in g risin g 
suspicions," Rep Koh Jae-chung said. 
“The government, of course, should in­ 
v e s tig a te th e c a s e th ro u g h th e 
prosecution." he said. “ But we think 
parliament should thouroughly probe it 
on its own and we will, if necessary. 


propose a joint special parliamentary 
committee including both the govern­ 
ment camp and opposition legislators for 
the task ” 
Koh said an ag reem en t reached 
between the United States and South 
Korea to upgrade South Korea’s defense 
capabilities before the pullout of U.S. 
ground forces was being shaken by the 
Park affair 
Foreign M inister Park Tongjin is 
scheduled to leave for the United States 
Wednesday to attend the forthcoming 
U N General Assembly session. It is 
believed he will discuss the alleged 
payoff scandal with U S. officials. 
The foreign m inister said the govern­ 
ment had asked Tongsun Park to volun­ 
tarily return to the United States to face 
questioning, but he refused The foreign 
m inister said Tongsun Park cannot be 
sent against his will 
The 41-year-old millionaire busines­ 
sman has been questioned three times by 
Korean officials. 
Park said he told the Seoul district 
prosecutor his activities in the United 
States were purely social and personal 
and the Korean government had no part 
in them.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
hoped to pass a comprehensive national 
energy conservation policy this week in 
its program of approving President 
C arter’s sweeping energy package on a 
piece-by-piece basis to avoid a filibuster. 


The bill would set minim um fuel 
economy standards for cars, beginning 
with 16 miles per gallon with the 1980 
model years and going to 21 miles per 
gallon in 1985. 
It also covers conservation programs 
for existing residential buildings ; energy 
efficiency standards for consumer pro­ 
ducts; and in itiativ es for federal 
buildings, including the use of solar 
energy. 
The individual bills are being sent to 
the House to be compromised with its 
overall single-bill approach. 


Under strategy devised by Democratic 
Leader Robert Byrd, the Senate last 
week approved legislation under which 
power plants would have to switch from 
natural gas to coal. The measure was 
tacked on a minor House-passed bill so it 
could be sent to conference promptly. 
The sam e procedure will be used on 
other parts of the energy package, 
starting this week with the conservation 
bill. 
Although not yet ready for floor action, 
Byrd said it appeared the Senate’s next 
energy sections would be natural gas 


pricing and utility rate reform, finally 
followed by the tax portions of the 
energy program. 
Congress plans to finish energy legisla­ 
tion and send it to the White House 
before quitting for the year a few weeks 
from now 
Byrd has announced that whenever 
there is a break during this week, he will 
call up other measures including bills 
prohibiting unionization of the military 
and delaying the ban on saccharin, and 
possibly others. 
The House takes up an increase in the 
minimum wage from $2.30 an hour to 
$2 65 an hour starting next year with 
automatic increases in the future geared 
to wages in the manufacturing industry. 
It is a compromise between C arter’s 
first offer of »2 50 and organized labor’s 
demand for $3 an hour. 
The House also takes up a $150 million 
authorization for the Clinch River 
Breeder Reactor which Carter wants to 
kill. Funds for the project were killed in 
a recently adopted appropriations bill. 
Other issues due for action include 
legislation to pay victims of crimes, 
e n d i n g a g e d i s c r i m i n a t i o n in 
employment , and benefits for victims of 
black lung. 
Also, Senate-House negotiators will 
make a new effort to resolve an impasse 
over language dealing with the use of 
federal funds for abortions 


C arter proposed — and the House ac­ 
cepted with some changes — a plan to 
keep federal controls on gas sold across 
state lines and to extend the controls into 
sales of gas in the state in which it is 
produced. He would put all gas under a 
new federal ceiling of approximately 
$1.75 per thousand cubic feet. 
Hanien t propotal was to UH coatrol» 
Immediately from new production 
onshore, and phase out over five years 
the controls on offshore production. Gas 
already under contract would continue to 
be regulated. 
Under the Hansen plan, new gas eligi­ 
ble for the uncontrolled price would in­ 
clude gas from a newly discovered or ex­ 
tended reservoir, and gas from en­ 
hanced recovery efforts in an existing 
reservoir. 
Having rejected the proposals to end 
regulation, the committee will still take 
a vote, at a time still to be set, on 
sending the C arter plan to the Senate 
floor for action 
On Hansen’s plan today, the nine “no" 
votes, all Democrats, were Jackson and 
Sens. Frank Church of Idaho Lee Metcalf 
of Montana. Jam es Abourezk of South 
Dakota. Floyd Haskell of Colorado, Dale

CHARLOTTE, N C. (U PI) - 
Vanderbilt University coed An­ 
nette Adams, missing since she 
was dragged screaming from 
outside a fraternity party 
Thursday night, was released 
unharmed Sunday. Two sus­ 
pects were arrested. 
Six hours after the banker’s 
daughter was released, her 
alleged abductors were arrest­ 
ed in a motel parking lot in 
Hickory. 20 miles from Morgan- 
ton where she was set free 
Police recovered over $148,000 
of the reported $150,000 ransom 
her father had paid for her 
release 
The suspects, Wayne Garrity 
and Shelby Ann Baker, were 
chased into the parking lot by 
highway patrolmen and cap­ 
tured when a trooper crashed 
his car into the rear of theirs. 
Federal authorities had asked 
news agencies to hold back 
news of the kidnap because of 
alleged threats on the girl's life 
if authorities were notified 
Garrity, 29, and Miss Baker. 
28, were held at the Mecklen­ 
burg County Jail in Charlotte 
under bonds of $250,000 each 
They faced an arraignment on 
federal kidnap charges today. 
Formal kidnap charges were 
filed in Nashville, Tenn 
Following the bond hearing 
Sunday night, Garrity claimed 
he abducted both women and 
Miss Baker “ didn't have 
nothing to do with it.” 
“ I kidnaped her (M iss 
Baker). I took her to Tennes­ 
see I kidnapped her 1 took her 
to Nashville,” the husky man 
said. 
WI kidnaped her. too.'' he said 
when asked if he knew Miss 
Adams. He said he knew her 
father was “ the bank presi­ 
dent.” 


Cholera kills 
two in Lebanon; 
68 Syrians die

Lebanon reported two suspect­ 
ed cholera deaths today — the 
first fatalities outside Syria 
from the disease that is 
spreading across the Arab 
world 
At least 68 persons have died 
in Syria, where the epidemic 
broke out last month 
The 
Damascus government an­ 
nounced Sunday that schools 
scheduled to open Saturday 
would not resume until at least 
O c t 1 in a n a te m p t to h a lt th e 
contagion 
So far. five A rab nations have 
been hit by a severe outbreak of 
cholera and are racing to con­ 
trol the disease before it can be 
carried to other countries by 
the annual pilgrimage to Mec­ 
ca. 
Authorities in Lebanon said 
today four persons were hospi­ 
talized with apparent cholera 
symptoms in southern port city 
of Tyre Sunday and two of them 
later died 
They did not officially attrib­ 
ute the deaths to cholera 
however, until further laborato­ 
ry tests could be made 
In Jordan. 26 new cholera 
cases were reported in the past 
24 hours, bringing the total 
number of victims to 191. with 
no deaths 
Health authorities issued in­ 
structions to place all passen­ 
gers entering Jordan from in­ 
fected countries under heavy 
quarantine for at least three 
days They also appealed to Jo r­ 
danians not to eat uncooked 
food or visit areas hit by the 
disease.

Four students were shot to 
death and nine were wounded 
by National Guardsmen May 4, 
1970 Members of the May 4th 
Coalition are fighting to pre­ 
serve the site They awaited to­ 
day a court ruling that may set­ 
tle the matter 
Protesters, fighting the $6 
million gymnasium for the past 
five months, wore red bandanas 
over their faces as campus 
police trained a videotape 
camera on the fence-breakers 
K SU S e c u rity D ire cto r 
Robert Malone said there would 
be a rre sts based on the 
videotape of the demonstration 
More than 250 members of 
the coalition have been arrested 
for trespassing on the site since 
last May 4 to preserve it as a 
memorial to the anti-Vietnam 
War movement and victims of 
the shootings 
The coalition asked the 6th 
U S Circuit Court of Appeals 
for a rehearing of its plea that 
destruction of the site would 
mean denial of its 1st Amend­ 
ment right to petition for 
redress of grievances. 
A stay of execution issued by 
the appellate court pending a 
d ecisio n on the plea is 
scheduled to expire Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - For 
some couples, the wages of liv­ 
ing in sin amount to a sizable 
tax break 


The Internal Revenue Service 
acknowledges this, but a tax ex­ 
pert on Capitol Hill notes that 
“ it is difficult, under our 
progressive tax system, to 
devise a schedule that is ab­ 
solutely fair to everybody. 


Almost every year around 
Christm as time, a couple 
breaks into the news by an­ 
nouncing that they are flying 
South for a quickie divorce, will 
remarry after Jan 1. and will 
pay for the vacation with the 
taxes they save as “ single" 
wage earners 


The fact is. most of those 
blabbermouths will be hauled 
into the IR S and required to file 
a joint return 


These annual stories — which 
rarely include the fact that the 
practice violates a July 1, 1976. 
IR S ruling 
give rise to 
grumbling from working mar­ 
ried couples 


But both the Congressional 
committees involved and the 
White House report a surpris­ 
ingly small amount of mail on 
the subject. 
A spokesman at the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
says that panel gets a total of 
about 100 letters a month from 
both 
married couples and 
singles, complaining about the 
unfairness of the system, with 
married complaints having a sl­ 
ight edge 
A Senate Finance Committee 
spokesw om an 
said 
that 
committee gets only 25 to 50 
complaints a month from both 
married and singles, and “it 
has dropped drastically from 
that in the past month,” for 
some unknown reason 
And the White House says 
“ it's not a hot issue.” They've 
only gotten five letters about it 
in the past few weeks, a 
spokesman said 
For years, the tax rate paid 
by single persons was far 


higher than that paid by 
married couples who, in addi­ 
tion. had the advantage of filing 
joint returns which reduced 
their tax base 
In 1969 Congress attempted to 
narrow the inequity by decree­ 
ing that the rate for single 
persons could be no more than 
20 per cent higher than the rate 
for a childless married couple 
But since a married couple 
can get only one standard or 
itemized deduction and singles 
are each entitled to the deduc­ 
tion. and because a pooled 
$20.000 income has a higher tax 
rate than two single $10,000 in­ 
comes. the total tax now is 
lower for some single couples 
than for their married counter­ 
parts 
And the changes came about 
just as the number of working 
wives increased, 
so more 
married couples felt the im­ 
pact. 
Singles' complaints increased 
this year after the 1977 Tax 
Reduction Act mainly because 
the former $2.400 a year stan­ 
dard deduction was cut to 
$2,200 They also complain that 
a single person with the same 
income as the joint income of a 
married couple pays up to 20 
per cent more in taxes 


Waddv. however, ruled in favor

But Andretti's win only gave him a 
total of 41 championship points, not close 
enough to catch Lauda 
Reliability is the key to winning the 
driver s championship and that is where 
Andretti has had his problem.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - President 
Carter’s policy of imposing tough new 
constraints on U S arms sales to other 
nations has encountered stiff opposition 
from an unexpected source — virtually 
every leading politician in his home state 
of Georgia 
At stake in the dispute are potential 
c o n tra c ts for the 
o v e rs e a s sa le of 
hundreds of C-I30 Her­ 
cules military cargo 
planes, by far the most 
popular and profitable 
item produced by the 
Lockheed-Georgia Co. 
at its sprawling plant 
in Marietta. Ga. 
Those foreign sales 
would mean not only 
increased revenues for 
financially 
beleaguered Lockheed 
but also thousands of additional jobs for 
Georgia residents and millions of extra 
dollars flowing through the state’s 
economy. 
But unrestrained sale of the C-130 to 
other countries also would directly con­ 
travene Carter’s commitment to reduce 
the spiraling global traffic in military 
equipment as one means of protecting 
the fragile worldwide peace 
Central to the C-130's problems are the 
provisions of the Arms Control Export 
Act of 1976. under which the State and 
Defense Departments have classified the 
exceptionally versatile and durable four- 
engine plane as "significant combat 
equipment ” 
That designation means that the Her­ 
cules cannot be sold to any non-NATO 
country without explicit approval from 
the White House 
In addition, the law 
gives Congress authority to veto large 
transactions. 
The clearance procedure can produce 
delays ranging from five to 20 months, 
complain the plane's promoters, who in­ 
sist that it has countless peacetime as 
well as military uses because it is 
capable of carrying everything from 
mules to medicine 
They also charge that since passage of 
the 1976 law. Lockheed has been forced 
to pay off 1.400 of the 10,000 people 
formerly on its Georgia payroll and has 
lost its unofficial title as the state’s

When Georgia's lieutenant governor. 
Zell Miller, was visiting the White House 
as a tourist last spring, a presidential 
aide recognized him and hastily 
arranged an informal meeting with 
Carter in the Oval Office Among the is­ 
sues discussed: C-130 exports. 
But only a few weeks ago Miller 
received a coolly worded letter from 
Jack H 
Watson Jr., a member of 
Carter’s senior staff, which flatly stated 
that "the requested reclassification 
could not be approved ” 
"The President said he was aware of 
the issue, he asked to be kept informed 
and said he would be in touch with me,” 
explained Miller “ But no commitments 
were given to me." 
Undaunted by continued rebuffs from 
Carter, members of his cabinet and his 
staff, Lockheed and Georgia's political 
hierarchy continue to press forward in 
their misguided campaign to find some 
means of unleashing the C-130. 
Carter deserves the support of his non- 
Georgia constituents, not only because of 
his concern about "the special respon­ 
sibilities we bear as the largest arms 
seller” but also because he apparently 
has resisted both the pressure and the

WASHINGTON - A sordid little sex 
offense, involving a Jackson, Miss., 
police lieutenant, could blow the lid off a 
major political scandal in Mississippi. 
The am orous officer, Lt. John 
Moulder, allegedly threatened to arrest 
a young woman unless she submitted to 
his sexual demands. 
T he 
c a s e 
w ould 
deserve no special at­ 
tention, except that 
some powerful politi­ 
cians have tried hard 
to cover it up 
Even the formidable 
Sen. James Eastland, 
D-Miss., intervened in 
the case. An FBI of­ 
ficial told us th at 
E astland made in­ 
quiries that led to pos­ 
sible "obstruction of 
justice." 
This attempt to hush up a small inci­ 
dent may conceal a far bigger story 
about how politics is practiced in Missis­ 
sippi The scenario has a familiar ring; it 
is beginning to sound like a Mississippi 
Watergate. 
Moulder is a former vice squad chief 
who is intimately acquainted with the 
backrooms of Jackson. He has confided 
to intim ates, indeed, that he has 
knowledge of the after-hours activities of 
certain powerful political and business 
leaders. 


Moulder has now been accused of 
sampling som e of the vice he was sup­ 
posed to prevent. He allegedly obtained 
warrants for the arrest of a young 
woman on drug charges and threatened 
to serve them unless she "submitted to 
him for sexual intercourse, both natural 
and unnatural." according to a confiden­ 
tial report. 
The charges were thoroughly in­ 
vestigated by the internal affairs office 
of the Jackson Police Dept. The FBI was 
also called in to determine whether the 
woman’s civil rights had been violated 


They took sworn statements from 
witnesses and found circum stantial 
evidence supporting the woman’s story. 
Finally, she passed and Moulder failed a 


Seven leaders of Young Americans for 
Freedom, questioned on the opposition of 
their organization to the New Panama

He is an unsmiling 
left-wing tyrant who has expressed ad­ 
miration for such characters as Fidel 
Castro and the mad Qaddafi of Libya. 
He is a sp ecialist, a t hom e, in 
obliterating the opposition, whom he dis­ 
patches by the neat expedient of taking 
their property and booting them out of 
the country. 
If the leader of Panama were the man 
who s e r v e s as its P r e s id e n t, 
Demetrio Lakas, rather than Torrijos 
the Caudillo. the situation would very 
likely change substantially. 
President 
Lakas was educated in Texas, speaks as 
idiomatically as Lyndon Johnson and 
almost as colorfully, and positively 
brims over with pro-Americanism and a 
deep distrust for Communism and its 
evil deeds. Ask not why therefore he as­ 
sociates himself with Torrijos. That is 
the way in Spanish politics, and the way, 
if less so, in non-Spanish politics — not 
everybody associated with Hitler was 
evil.

But before he took the test, Moulder 
complained privately to the operator 
that he suffered from "hypertension” 
and asked him to rig the results. The 
anguished polygraph operator, Sgt. 
Larry Robinson, happened to be a close 
friend of M oulder. N ev erth eless, 
Robinson reported the incident and ad­ 
ded in a signed statement: 
"At the time I was asked to alter the 
charts. I at that time through strong 
friendship, believed that I could almost 
help (Moulder). After a long, sleepless 
night. I cannot in all good conscious help

Moulder's way. Kenneth Fairly, director 
of the Mississippi Narcotics Bureau, 
complained to FBI agents that the 
woman was "a bitch" and that they were 
trying to hang "a bum charge” on 
Moulder, according to confidential police 
reports. He added fiercely that he held 
three warrants against her for "buying” 
drugs from a state agent and that he was 
going to send her to Parchman prison. 
Russell Davis, then Jackson’s mayor, 
declared that the evidence against 
Moulder was inconclusive and that the 
vice squad officer, therefore, would be 
returned to duty. 
In Washington, meanwhile, competent 
sources say Eastland pulled strings in­ 
side the Justice Dept, to get the FBI off 
Moulder s back Few men have the clout 
to disrupt an FBI investigation. One of 
the few is James Eastland — crafty, cor­ 
dial, flexible, courteous — a senator who 
has consolidated great power not by 
autocratic conduct but by knowing how 
to bend with the wind, ever so slightly, 
without losing place 


As Senate Judiciary chairman, he 
complained to the Justice Dept, about 
the FBI investigation of Moulder Two 
top FBI inspectors were quickly dis­ 
patched to Jackson to review the case. 


But here is a point that ought to be con­ 
sidered The protests against American 
occupation of the Canal Zone antedated 
the ascendancy of Torrijos It is certain­ 
ly true that Torrijos has continuallv iden­ 
tified himself with the anti-Canal rioting 
It is not true either that he instigated 
that rioting (in 1964 he was an insignifi­ 
cant military officer). Nor is it true that 
his own tyrannical habits and his own 
ideological predilections have anything 
to do with the feeling of the Panamanian 
people toward the Canal Zone. If 
Panama were led by Pericles, the pop­ 
ular fever about the Canal Zone would be 
unchanged, and why? 
It simply isn’t the way it happens that 
the overlord always thinks first about the 
happiness of his subjects. 'Hiey need to 
express themselves. There are civilized 
ways to do this, and it is lamentably true 
that in many instances these are not 
heeded.

Within a country, there are grounds for 
being especially strict in discouraging 
civil disobedience. 
As betw een 
countries, particularly where there is a 
volatile tradition, it doesn’t always go 
that way, and we are no exception. When 
we felt ourselves maltreated by the 
British, we engaged in acts of sedition 
against the crown at least the equivalent 
of the riots engaged in by the Panama­ 
nians American non-jingoists (and that 
ought to embrace all American conser­ 
vatives) are required to ask themselves 
the question: How would we, if we were 
Panamanians, express ourselves in the 
matter of the Canal? 


Now, Panamanian resentment of U.S. 
occupation of the Canal Zone is no more 
an argument for U.S. evacuation, than 
Cuban resentment of occupation of 
Guantanamo is an automatic argument 
for U S evacuation, or Japanese resent­ 
ment of the occupation of Okinawa an 
automatic argument for U S evacuation. 
What it is is a single factor But it is no 
less a factor because that indignation 
brought on d iscu ssio n s betw een 
re p re s e n ta tiv e s of P anam a and 
representatives of the United States: yet 
it is vi.is point that, above all others, 
Governor Ronald Reagan continues to 


Without consulting the local FBI office, 
they began questioning the witnesses 
over again. 
This infuriated the special agent in 
charge. Roy Moore, when he found out 
about it.

T h eir review had the e ffe c t, 
nevertheless, of taking the wind out of 
the investigation U S Attorney for Mis­ 
sissippi, Robert Haulberg, still wanted to 
present the case to a grand jury But he 
was overruled by the Justice Dept. 
Justice Dept, sources insist no pressure 
was brought on the prosecuting attorney 
by Sen Eastland 


These questions remain. Why were 
Mississippi politicians so anxious to 
cover up a minor sex offense? What tales 
would Moulder have told if the case 
against him had been prosecuted? We’ll 
report more details in a future column. 
Footnote: 
Moulder denied the sex 
charges and other improprieties that 
were brought against him "All I know,” 
he told us. "is that the U.S. attorney did 
not see fit to indict me.” We should add 
that we spent a month investigating the 
case We not only saw the police in­ 
vestigative reports but interviewed the 
key witnesses in Mississippi.

The United States presumption should 
always be that we do not want to remain 
where we are not wanted, but will do so 
if considerations of national security 
require it.

Scouts? 
It is obvious to Steve 
and to many who 
preceded him in the 
job that the United 
F u n d 
c a n n o t 
realistically raise the 
required funds for these worthy 
organizations to fully support their 
operations. 
In fact, the community 
doesn’t even come close to providing 
minimum operational funds. 
Last year, the United Fund was only 
able to pay off 60 per cent of what was 
needed. 
So what happens? 
The concept of a "united" fund drive 
goes out the window The organizations 
need supplemental funds to continue 
their basic operations and consequently, 
the organizations conduct individual 
fund-raising efforts. 
The concept of the "united” fund­ 
raising campaign was that one campaign 
would take care of all fund-raising in one 
united effort. 
We’re not sure where the blame should 
be put exactly. We know that there have 
been some excellent people in charge of 
the United Fund campaign and that they 
were well organized for a campaign ef­ 
fort as Steve is trying to organize now If 
the blame can be put anywhere, it has to 
be on the apathy of our citizens to sup­ 
port such worthwhile groups.
